Prof ese or Spring of the 
University of Liege pays that green 
lakes sometimes become absolutely col- 
orless for a time, and he has found that 
this sudden change of bue is due to the 
washing into the lakes of mud colored 
red by oxide of iron. Red is comple- 
mentary to gre«n, and the result of the 
mixture to that the green color of the 
Water become* for the time centralised.

from Caimanera, Cuba, to the Even- 
ing Telegram announces the death of 
Hon. John Sherman on board the 
City of Paris this morning. 


The death of Ex-Senator Sherman 


removes from public life one of the 
most 
distinguished 
of American 


statesmen. He was born in Lancas- 
ter, Ohio, May 10th, 1823. 
He 


studied law at Mansfield 
with his 


brother C. T. Sherman and practiced 
ten years. In 1855 he was elected to 
the thirty-fourth congress as'a Free 
Soldier, 
and was re-olected to the 


thirty-fifth and thirty-sixth congress. 
He was chosen to he senate in 1801, 
serving continuously until 1877, when 
be became secretary of the treasury 
in President Hayes' cabinet. In"1881 
he was elected senator, being re- 
elected in 1887 and 1893; 
He re- 


signed in 1890 to .become secretary of 
state, retiring last April on. account 
of ill health. 


Senator Sherman was-a candidate 


for the Eepublican nomination for 
president in 1880 and in 
1888. 
He 


was recognized as one of the ablest 
financiers in the country and during 
his long career was prominently iden- 
tified with all financial legislation.

11. E. church, to whom had been 
assigned the subject "What Can Such 
a Federation Do" spoke at length, he 
bfing introduced by the chairman, Dr. 
S. B. Alderaon, Rev. Miller deplored 
the present form of city government 
and referred to the many violations of 
law, especially laws with reference to 
Sunday desecration. 
He said among 


otherthings: 


The tendency to the unity of the 


churches is a most hopeful 
sign in 


church life, the clash and clamour of 
warring elements among the churches is 
a scene always to be regretted. Fifteen 
centuries of missionary work was lost 
in the struggle over dogmas which 
began in the third century. We are 
now just beginning to do the work the 
church laid aside in that century. 


We are convinced that tke Federation 


of churches is more to be desired than 
organic union, and especially union on 
the plan of Janokand the whale. We 
can find plenty willing to be the whale, 
but who would be the Jonah? 


A federation on the plan of co opera- 


tion one with the other is more useful. 
We need and must Co-operate againt the 
evils which hurt us all. 
Such a feder- 


ation can operate along two lines of 
work. 
First, the 
improvement 
of 


church life in the members, second, 
the improvement of civil life. 


It is a lamentable truth that the 


spiritual life of the 
churches 
has 


waned. The ninteenth century revival 
has lost much of its force in all our 
churches. The fervent spirit of Wesley 
Whitefield, Edwards and Finley is 
departing. Why? Because we have 
not sacredly guarded our churches 
against worldliness. Society has taken 
strong possession of many of our mem- 
bers. We are being "clubbed" to death. 
Energy, time and money are turned 
from the churches into the channels of 
societies and clubs until there is but 
little left for the church. It is all right 
to belong to some one good society, but 
to give the whole of ones spare talents 
to such is hurtful and not helpful. 


We can stand 
together against 


proselytism and make ,it felt that a 
sheep stealer is a mean man anywhere, 
and I want to stand against musical 
vandalism where'one chnrch^will pillage 
the choir of another church for singers. 
Tt is not right. 


But the greatest work that lies before 


us, in my judgment, is the improvement 
of civic life. The most serious problem 
before the American people is the 
government of her cities of v all classes. 
The desecration of the Sabbath opens 
saloons, gambling dens, the selling of 
votes, and general disregard of many 
wholesome laws is enough to startle any 
thoughtful people. Why are the gamb- 
ling dens of this city not raided? Why 
can men openly propose to bring prize- 
fighters here and name the datt? >

Ever since Bering, sailing from Rus- 


sia, discovered Alaska and found it's na- 
tives clad in otter skin this fnr has 
been the prime object of the pelt hunt- 
ers' desire. :Sable, marten, mink and 
even enniue (can be trapped or shot 
without .extraordinary trouble. Seals 
are driven inland like fools to be slaugh- 
tered and skinned at their captors' lei- 
sure. But the sea otter must be sought 
diligently as the diamond, for- three 
centuries of experience have ma8e him 
wise. 


Upon tho map of North America may 


bo seen jutting from the southern cor- 
ner of Alaska, which is the northwest 
corner of the continent, Aliaska, a pe- 
ninsula, which breaks off into a chain 
of islands called the Aleutians. Jnst 
where the peninsula ends and the is^ 
lands begin a point may be noticed 
marked Belkovsky. 


This is the headquarters of tbe sea 


otter hunters, and between here and 
Chernatoor island to the southland Saa- 
nak island to the southwest the bulk of 
the sea otters are taken. 


Thoroughly impressed with the val- 


ue of his own skin, the sou otter takes 
caro of it by living far away f;;om the 
mainland, sleeping with one eye open, 
upon the floating weed beds or a sea 
washed, reef exposed to tho full fury of 
the north Pacific. 


At the slightest sign of the approach 


of man he dives deep, and stays below 
for 20 minutes at a time. 


Sometimes a stray otter may be shot 


from the land, as he plays in the surf, 
but the chief methods of his capture 
are "the surround" and clubbing. In 
the former case a party of Aleutian is- 
landers are conveyed to Saanak, there 
to,encamp for two or three months. 


Woe to tho hunters if the wind be oQ 


the shore, for .then no fire may be lit to 
make the beloved tea, no pipe of tobac- 
co smoked, or the hope of a capture 
would ba vain. For tho otter is all 
eyes and ears and nose when alive; all 
fnr when dead. 
' 


Upon a calm day the hunters paddle 


gently over the sea in their skin canoes, 
keeping an eager eyo upon the rolling 
surf for a sign of the prey. A hniitei 
sees an otter and makes a qniet signal 
to his mates. Like a flash .the quarry 
has dived. Raising his oar aloft, the 
man who found the otter remains as a 
buoy above tho place of the animal's 
disappearance, while his mates form in. 
a huge circle with him in the center. 


Ill 20 'minutes, at most, the otter 


comes up again in sight of seme of the 
canoe men. A frightful yell drives the 
poor brute below again before he has 
had time to fill his lungs. Shortly he is 
again seen, and the process repeated, 
till at length his body is 'so gas inflated 
that he cannot sink and falls a prey to 
the lucky hunter whose spear first 
pierces that too rich coat of his. 


Luck varies, and the sea otter is 


yearly rarer and more shy, but, if for- 
tunate, each hunter may have from two

charge of murder. The tragedy has 
caused great excitement'here and there 
is some talk of lynching the.prisoner. 


.When the firemen and' neighbors 


reached the burning house the father 
was the only member of the family of 
seven, found outside. His actions were 
queer and he would not talk. 
While 


the building was still burning, and his 
children within the burning walls, lie 
took a horse from his 
stable and 


rode away. 


When, the firemen entered tho house 


after 
having partly 
quenched 
the 


flames, they found the five children 
lying side by side-in a bed, on the floor, 
all dead, but not badly burned. The 
dead were Carl, 12; Marie, 10; Pearlj 
S; Charles, 7, and Lee, 3. 


The coroner's autopsy 
developed 


convincing evidence of an awful crime. 
The skull of each child was deeply in- 
dented, and from the dents long frac- 
tures extended. 
All but one of the 


children had been stabbed in the neck. 
The throat of the little 3-year-old, a 
pretty boy, had been slashed so deep 
that the spinal column had been sever- 
ed. It was upon these facts, and the 
strange behavior of the father that the 
authorities base the Charge of murder. 


"When Moore was called before the 


coroner's jury to testify, he pretend- 
ed to believe that an exploding lamp 
had caused the fire and that his chil- 
dren had met death in the flames: He 
showed little concern when the jury 
returned the verdict charging him with 
murder. The family came here from 
Emporia about three weeks ago and 
rented the little two-story house in 
which the tragedy occurred.
